T’S really 
quite surprising the ! R Isn’t necessary and might scratch 
number of am ateurs who go m er­ 
rily along snapping pictures without 
giving any thought as to why their 
snapshots appear som ew hat smud­ 
gy or cloudy. 
If your snapshots can be classed 
with the aboro the chances are the 
trouble cau be attributed to your 
own neglect nnd not to faulty con­ 
struction of the camera. 
A dirty lens, for 0xam ple, will 
cause smudgy prints. A lens is the 
eve of your camera. Can you set 
clearly if your glasses are smudged 
by finger prints? 
Cleaning a lens Is a very sim ple 
operation. All you need Is a soft, un­ 
starched 
linen 
handkerchief nnd 
perhaps a match or pencil, if the 
lens is quite sm all. The rear surface 
of the lens can easily be reached by 
rem oving the hack of the camera. 
If the camera has a double lens (one 
behind and one in frout of the shut- 
!* r diaphragm ), the front combina­ 
tion may be rem oved by turning to 
the left, which will allow you to 
work through the shutter opening 
when set for “tim e,” with the hand­ 
kerchief over the ond of the match 
or lead pencil. If the lens is qtifte 
dirty breathe on it and then rub 
quickly with the handkerchief. He 
sure, when replacing the front lens, 
to screw it back Into the shutter as 
far as It will go. 
The suggestion to work through 
the shutter opening also applies to 


the surface. 
Taking it for granted that you 
have a clean lens and that your 
camera is in good m echanical con­ 
dition let'a discuss som e “do's” and 
"don’ts.” 
With the fam iliar box type cam 
era It Is so easy unknowingly to 
have your fin/.*er exit nd slightly 
or more so—over the lens. Tho re­ 
sult is obvious You will have an un­ 
attractive black sm udge over part 
of your picture. So keep your fingers 
away from the front of the lens. 
Another error Is a double expo­ 
sure caused by failing to turn the 
film roll to the next number after 
snapping a picture. If you fall to 
turn it yon may find, when your 
prims are returned, that quite mi­ 
raculously grandma is sitting in her 
f ivorlte chair out In tho middle of 
a leke. 
When using a focusing typo cam ­ 
era he sure to act the lens at the 
correct distance mark, for If you 
d m’t the chances are that your pic­ 
ture will be out of focus and blurred. 
H re’s another one. U nless you 
have an extrem ely fast lens and 
shutter don’t try to take broadside 
snaps of fast-moving subjects. Mov­ 
ing objects can. however, be caught, 
even with an ordinary camera, if 
taken from an angle of about 45 de­ 
grees and not too close up.
